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Following upon the _ suggestions 
which I have been making of late con- 
cerning the adequate financing of our 
Church’s werk, I am venturing to ad- 
dress you on the subject of our Dio- 
ecesan and General Church needs in 
order that you may see 


I. Where the Money Goes. 
Il. Why It Is Needed. 


Wh How We are Proposing to Raise 
the Necessary Amount. 


I]. WHERE THE MONEY GOES 


Contributors to a cause have a right 
to know what is done with the meney 
which they contribute. I believe in 
that policy and I am willing to throw 
open the books of our Diocesan office 
to your closest scrutiny. It is impos- 
sible in a brief space to give you defi- 
nite and detailed infermation about 
every item in the budget. However, 
I believe that the following statement 
will suffice: 


Of the $18,150.00 required for Dio- 
cesan purposes, $15,000.00 will be used 
in supplementing the stipends of the 
clergy who are serving in the various 
missions throughout the Diocese. $2,- 
250.00 will be appropriated for Relig- 
ious Education (including work among 
the University students); $200.00 for 
Social Service; $500.00 for Publicity 
(including the ‘Diocesan Church 
paper); and $200.00 for the Field De- 
partment. (Total $18,150.00.) 

For the 1926 quota of the General 
‘Church, the Diocese of Olympia must 
raise $22,100.00; and for the Deficit 
for 1925, $5,000.00. 

The grand total for the Diocese and 
General Church is $45,250.00. (This 
does not include the Diocesan Assess- 
ment of $11,120.00 which is for the 
necessary operating expenses of the 
Diccese and figures as a _ charge 
against the current operating expenses 
of the parishes and missions, and not 
as a missionary item.) 

Concerning the erpenditure of this 
money let me add that the General 
Church is supporting in whole or in 
part 434 American men and women in 


mission work in foreign lands, 2,677 na- 
tive mission workers and 826 mission- 
aries in the United States, including 
the Domestic Missionary Bishops, 
their staffs, teachers, nurses and 
others. This constitutes by far the 
largest item in the budget. Appropri- 
ations are also made for the work of 
Religious Education, Social Service, 
Publicity, Field Department and Ad- 
ministration. 


Il. WHY THE MONEY IS NEEDED 


From the above epitome as to ex- 
penditure, it will be seen that the 
money is needed by the Diocese and 
General Church for exactly the same 
reason that it is needed by the par- 
ish. The individual parish or mission 
is already in existence and it must be 
supported or else cease to exist. As 
members of a parish, you realize that. 

Now among the other functions of 
the Diocese and the General Church 
is the care of those missions which 
already exist and the establishment cf 
new ones where called for by the cir- 
cumstances. A mission is merely a 
parish in the making. It is a child 
of the Church, and like a child it 
must be supported and nourished dur- 
ing the period of its infancy and 
youth. 

Thus the cause of Missions does not 
represent something which the Church 
is going to do at some future time if 
the Church gets the money. It is some- 
thing which the Church is now engag- 
ed in, and it must either be supported 
and advanced or curtailed or, worse 
still, discontinued. A subscription to 
missicns is your answer to that ques- 
tion. 


Il. HOW WE ARE PROPOSING TO 
RAISE THE NECESSARY AMOUNT 

1. First of all, in the usual way, i.e., 
through the apportionments upon the 
parishes and missions to which every 
one of their respective members, 
friends and supporters should make as 
generous a subscription as is consist- 
ent with his means. 

2. As this method alone has not re- 
sulted in adequate financing of the 


work but rather in regular annual de- 
ficits, I am preposing that we do what 
others have done who have done bet- 
ter than we. I propose a direct ap- 
peal from the Diocese to those of you 
whose contributions to your respective 
parishes do not constitute the limit 
of your ability to give nor, as we be- 
lieve, the limit of your willingness to 
give. 


The Diocese has been handicapped 
in that people have limited their con- 
tributions by what they consider to 
be a fair share of their own parish’s 
apportionment. I am asking you there- 
fore to think in terms of a $56,370.00 
program and not in terms of a few 
hundred cr at most a few thousand 
dollars, which happens to be the share 
of your parish. 


There is no extravagance in our pro- 
gram, neither it is characterized by 
that niggardliness which invites de- 
feat. It is what I believe you would 
have it to be,—ample for our needs, 
yet with sufficient provision for pro- 
gress to command respect. 


THE GIST OF THE MATTER 


Any contribution which you _ will 
make toward the program of the Dio- 
cese and General Church may be cred- 
ited at the close of the fiscal year to 
the parish with which you are identi- 
fied, provided (and this proviso is im- 
portant) that the parish in question 
meets its missionary obligatons for 
the budget. Otherwise we shall make 
of diccesan headuarters a substitute 
for normal effort on the part of the 
parishes. That would be disastrous. 
The method and policy herein outlined 
is designed as a supplement, and not 
as a substitute. 


Again I cannot too strongly urge 
that each one subscribe liberally to 
his own parish budget (current and 
missionary), but the gist cf this com- 
munication is to call attention to the 
fact that the full exercise of one’s 
stewardship ought not to be limited 
by his fair share toward the parochial 
budget, but only by his ability and his 
willingness. 
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To this ability and willingness I ap. 
peal on behalf of the Diocese and the 
General Church. I do so with confi- 
dence that ycu share with me the con- 
vietion that the Church, which is our 
Mother, is entitled to a full share of 
support from her offspring, the Dio- 
cese of Olympia, which Diocese has 
now come to maturity and enjoys at 
least a sufficient degree of prosperity 
to warrant some reasonable expecta- 
tion in the promotion of the world- 
wide work of our Lord and Saviour, 
Jesus Christ.

General Convention instructed each 
Diocese to make a report to the Na- 
tional Council on or before January 
15, 1925, as to the amount which the 
Diocese would contribute in 1926 to 
the work covered by the budget of 
the general church as adopted by the 
Convention.. This report is a matter 
of life and death to the work of the 
church. If the report is favorable it 
means life and growth.. If unfavora- 
ble it means death to some of the 
church’s work 


The report from the Annual Etvery 


Member Canvass will no doubt be 
your chief reliance in making up this 
report; but, of course, these reports 
will not be your only reliance. AS a 
rule, the giving ability of a Diocese 
is not exhausted by the giving 
through the parish. All over the 
church there are men and women 
who give through the parish only a 
small part of what they are able to 
give because larger gifts from them 
through the parish would supply too 
large a proportion of what is asked 
from all and thus relieve others of 
their share of the responsibility.. 


If you can now enlist the support 
of such members of your Diocese in 
underwriting any deficiency which 
may arise because of the possible 
failure of some of your parishes to 
meet their quota, you can report from 
your Diocese the full amount of its 
budget quota and thus vote for no re- 
duction in the existing work of the 
church. 


Several Dioceses in their corporate 
capacity have guaranteed that they 
will pay to the National Council in 
1926 100 per cent of their budget 
quota.

Resolution of General Convention: 


“RESOLVED, (the House of Bishops concurring), 
that First, each Diocese and Misisonary District shall 
annually on or before January 15th, submit to the Na- 
tional Council a statement of the amount which it ex- 
pects to pay to the National Council towards the 
Church’s Program for the ensuing year; and that, Sec- 
ond, the National Council, at its first meeting for the 
year, shall adjust the actual appropriations for the 
year to an amount not to exceed the total income to 
be expected from these estimates, plus amounts ex- 
pected from other sources.” 


By the time this issue of “The Olympia Churchman” 
is in your hands, you will also have received my inquiry 
on which my statement to the National Council must be 
based, i.e., “a statement of the amcunt which it (the Dio- 
cese of Olympia) expects to pay to the National Council 
towards the Church’s program for the ensuing year.” 

For my answer to the National Council I am dependent 
upon reports from you concerning the amounts pledged 
by your people cr expected by you as possible receipts 
from other sources. I need not tell you how much I hope 
that we shall be able to wire the National Council saying 
“The Diocese of Olympia orders no retreat but expects 
to pay in full its share toward the Church’s Program.”

S. Michael’s Mission, S. Mark’s Par- 
sh, Seattle, is beginning a new peri- 
its life. It has never before 


Rev. John A. Staunton (for nearly 
wenty-five years a missionary of the 


position of Priest-in- 
charge under Dr. McLauchlan and in- 
ends to work the place intensively. 
For the present Fr. Staunton and 
Mrs. Staunton are living at a distance 
from the Chapel (408 Roy Street) 
but early in the year he expects to 
occupy one of the Mission’s houses 
adjoining the Chapel at the corner 
of John Street and Sixth Avenue 
north.

The houses, 
and in part the missionary work 


which will be carried on in and from 
them, will be financed in the ab- 
sence of other available revenue, by 
the secular work which these ladies 
will pursue in Seattle As they are 
giving themselves and all they pos- 
sess in time and ability to this truly 
missionary work, perhaps a sort of 
an appeal may be permitted here. 
The three houses when occupied will 
be quite destitute of furniture. There 
must be some Seattle people who 
have extra pieces of furniture in stor- 
age who would gladly lend these tem- 
porarily to the Mission, so that the 
burden of furnishing the three houses 
may not fall too heavily on the as- 
sociated workers. Good care will be 
taken of whatever is loaned to them. 
S. Michael’s Chapel itself has been 
lately improved in appearance by the 
removal of the unsightly wood stove 
and stove pipe The new pipeless fur- 
nace heats the church all day for the 
daily services and also the guild room 
below which is at present used as Fr. 
Staunton’s office and study. This 
room, however, is now almost filled

Southern Deanery Meeting of The

Books for Mohammedans 


“It has been most interesting all 
through the winter to hear on all 
sides of the wave of enquiry, which 
has been and still is flowing through 
the country,” Bishop MacInnes, the 
English Bishop in Jerusalem, writes, 
“Numbers of Moslems have been 
moved by it, more than a few have 
been baptized, many are now under 
instruction, and we all thank God 
and take courage. Again I urge all 
who believe in the efficacy of prayer 
to uphold by faith those who, in the 
ranks of several missionary socie- 
ties, are endeavoring to carry on this 
great work.” 


In Cairo, missionary societies are 
undertaking a most valuable work 
in the provision and distribution of 
Christian literature for Moslems. The 
Cairo office is to be a _ clearing- 
house, in touch with every part of 
the Moslem world, for ideas and 
manuscripts, receiving them from one 
field, translating them into English, 
to be sent to other fields for re- 
translation into the local tongue. For 
example, if a book is found useful 
in Morocco it will be sent to Cairo 
and translated into English. Then 
if missionaries in Persia or Java 
want a book on the same _ subject 
they will write to Cairo and receive 
the English manuscript to be trans- 
lated locally into the respective lan- 
guages in which they are working. 
The S. P. C. K., co-operating largely 
with the undertaking, has set up two 
special committees, one in Egypt for 
Arabic work, one in Jerusalem which, 
it is hoped, may produce material 
in modern Hebrew for the informa- 
tion of the Jew. 


The Rev. C. T. Bridgeman, Ameri- 
can chaplain assisting in the Ar- 
menian theological school in Jeru- 
salem, mentions another interesting 
effort to supply literature. In this 
case it is for Christians. Writing in 
“Bible Lands,” from which paper the 
above also was taken, he says, “Books 
are the life blood of a cultured na- 
tion. The Armenians have need of 
standard works of all kinds in their 


own language. At this time when 
practically all the great Armenian 
presses, except those of the Monks 


of S. Mekhitar at Venice and Vienna, 
have been stopped, it is splendid 
that funds have been forthcoming 
from Armenians in America to re- 
vive the printing press in Jerusalem. 
Together with the priests’ school the 
press is one of the great works 
under way at the Jerusalem con- 
vent.”

To the Children of the Chureh 
Dear Childrer: 


Dr. Bigg in his ‘‘Wayside sketches 
in Ecclesiastical history” speaks of 
him in these words.” 


“Of Archbishop Laud it is impos- 
sible to speak without the highest 
respect. He was _ sincerely devout, 
rigidly upright, learned and munifi- 
cent. Here in Oxford we have great 
reason for gratitude to him. He 
obtained fer us the right to print 
bibles, thereby securing the prosper- 
ity of our press, he gave us new 
statutes, he enriched the Bodleian 
Library, he founded the Arabic pro- 
fessorship, he enlarged and beautified 
his own college of S. John’s. His 
opinions—if we set aside his high 
doctrine of the divine right of kings 
and bishops—were in no sense extra- 
vagant. He was deeply attached to 
the Chureh cf England, and much of 
the conduct that brought disaster upon 


him was due to his zeal for the 
beauty of holiness, which is surely 
a high and intelliglble motive.” (p. 
216). 


Charles I succeeded to the throne 
in 1625 at the age of 25. He was 
not rude and coarse like his father 
but he was proud, reserved and deeply 
attached to the doctrine of the di 
vine right of kings. His character 
was stainless and he was deeply at- 
tached to the church, 

The Puritans, who had become very 
powerful in the State, disliked the 
king because of his antipathy to their 
religion and because of his despotic 
tendences though they were just as 
despotic themselves. Another cause 
of their dislike was his marriage to 
Henrietta, the sister of the king of 
France and, of course, a Roman Cath- 
olic. That involved the presence of a 
retinue cf Roman Catholic priests who 
were often unwise in their attempts 
to make proselytes and created a 
very bitter public feeling. Mixed mar- 
riages then, as now, brought plenty 
of trouble and you had better bear 
that fact in mind for domestic peace 
is not promoted by religious differ- 
ences, specially where people really 
believe. as they profess. 

His first parliament petitioned him 
for the enforcement of the penal laws 
against the Reman Catholics and he 
promised redress; but he had already 
promised toleration to them as one 
of the conditions of his marriage. 


But the two great questions of his 
reign were 1, Whether the will of the 
king or the parliament should be su- 
rreme and, 2. Whether the Church of 
England was to continue as the 
church of the country, cr whether 
there should be a Puritan church with 
a Puritan Prayer book in place of it. 
The opposition of the parliament to 
the king and the king’s habit of act- 
ing over the head of Parliament were 
so interwoven with theological con- 
siderations that it is doubtful whether 
his parliament hated the mere, his 
politics arising out of his religion, or 
his religion as exhibited in his poli- 
tics. However, a protest was made in 
parliament early in 1629 whose ser- 
iousness, when backed by resolute 


and bigoted men should have warned 
the king of his danger. The words 
were: “Whosoever shall by favor or 
countenance seem to extend popery 
or Arminianism shall be reputed a 
capital enemy of the Commonwealth.” 


But the king dissolved parliament, 
which did not meet for eleven years 
during which he reigned as an abso- 
lute monarch. The introduction of 
episcopacy into Scotland and the use 
of a Prayer book specially prepared 
by bishops appointed to Scotland, led 
not only to disgraceful scenes in the 
Cathedral in Edinburgh but created a 
feeling of antipathy to the king 
which developed into open war and 
a similar sentiment of hostility be- 
tween Laud and the Bishops support- 
ing him and the people led _ to 
the violent and criminal events with 
which the reign closed. One hardly 
knows whether to marvel more at 
the unwisdem of the Court or the 
madness of the people. 


In Scotland a “Solemn League and 
covenant” was drawn up and signed 
by numbers of people in which they 
swore: “By the great name of the 
Lord our God to defend their religion 
and to resist prelacy both in England 
and in Ireland, that is, Church govern- 
ment by Archbishops, Bishops, Deans 
and chapters, Archdeacons and all 
other ecclesiastical cffices depending 
upon that hierarchy.” 

The king saw his mistake too late. 
The fire was kindled, and, inflamed 
by prejudice and passion spread 
rapidly. hTe Harl of Strafford and 
Archbishop Laud were impeached for 
high treason, by which was meant 
their loyal adhesion to doctrines sup- 
posed to involve popery. They were 
assailed with the vilest language and 
executed like criminals. Would you 
believe that clergymen were deprived 
of their livings for bowing at the 
name of Jesus while crosses, crucifixes, 
stuatues and altars were destroyed. 
King Charles, like the rest of men 
of. that period, had his faults, but, 
as I said, his private life was blame- 
less and he was loyal to the church 
to the end. a 


It is a dismal story and _ might, 
perhaps, wisely be forgotton were it 
not that the same prejudice, and pas- 
sion exist today as, indeed, they have 
always existed. We must try to make 
our way between the extremes of 
prejudice cn the one hand and indif- 
ference on the other. The christian 
life was never intended to be a life 
of peace. There have always. been 
“fightings without and fears within” 
for with “much tribulation we must 
enter the kingdom.” Human nature 
does not greatly change with the 
lapse of years and in other circum- 
stances we might burn at the stake 
or light the fires for others, 


There is much more that might be 
said, but you must read the history 
of the period for yourselves and read 
it as written by the best writers. 
Those were days when men and 
women were ready to die for their 
faith and I doubt whether all the 
snow in Scotland or all the rain in 
England woudl have kept them from 
church. We believe in more ‘delicate’ 
days. 


If I speak of the death of Charles 


I. and the period known as that of 
the Commonwealth in few words, it 


is with no desire to slight the mo- — 


mentous acts, the national confusion 


and the extraordinary theological pe- — 


culiarities which go with the period. 
The Church of England was stricken 
to her knees. She was a stranger in 
her own land. She was discredited, 
proscribed and almost ruined. 
the Puritans, themselves, were di- 
vided into two factions, the Presby- 
terians and the Indepenuents. To the 
latter Oliver Cromwell belonged. He 


was a born soldier and diciplinarian — 


and made of Yeomen and farmers by 
dicipline and fanaticism, the finest 
soldiers in lEHrope. They defeated 


the Royalists everywhere, but I ven- — 
ture to say that they galled them — 


exortations, psalm- 
prayers than by 


more by their 
singing and long 
whipping them. 


The king turned to the Scots for 
help, but they could not agree as to 
terms and they surrendered him to 
the English. They, in turn, tried, 
condemned and executed him. Those 
of you who admire Cromwell or de- 
sire to do so should read his life and 
letters by Carlyle. Personally, I do 
not admire him, nor do I believe in 
the infallibility of Carlyle. Whether 
Cromwell tried in vain to save his 
life: whether he welcomed his death 
as a measure of political expediency; 
or whether he was himself the exe- 
cutioner (which I doubt) may never 
be known. But he must be held 
culpable. Few can justify the king’s 
political conduct; none can deny that 
he met his death with fortitude and 
faith. In all likelihood he could 
have saved his life by sacrificing the 
church. But Cromwell pursued his 


animosity to him when death had 4 


done its worst upon him . 


For eleven years Cromwell was 
king in all but name and he found 
his task no sinecure. He had raised 
up a spirit which he could neither 
contrel nor quell. Out of 10,000 
clergy, 7,000 were ejected from their 
livings. The Archbishop of Canter- 
bury was beheaded; thousands of 
delicate women and children were 
thrown out like the clergy to get 
their living how they might while 
the Presbyterians stepped into their 
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livings. Highteen bishops died in 
poverty. But Presbyterianism never 
throve in England and not even 


Cromwell’s support could enable the 
Independents to raise up the fallen 
sceptre of the national church. ; 


Cromwell failed in his attempts to ; 


be a king. He failed in his mission 


of national regeneration and he saw 


with alarm the signs of an anarchy 
which he could not control. His last 
years were full of bitterness and 
remorse. From the ruins of the dy- 
nasty and the church there arose a 
spectre which affrighted him. He 
went in fear of his life and became 
nervous, suspicious, and broken. On 
his death his son Richard succeeded 


ifs 


to his place, but he had neither the _ 


strength nor the genius of his father — 


and he retired. Prince Charles was 
recalled as Charles II and was received 
in a tumult of public rejoicing.
